REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. [3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant argues that Besaw 789 and Besaw '897 both fail to suggest converting first topoloqv information into a markup 
language document. Besaw '897 discloses a displav adaptor, which receives displav data and converts the displav data into 
displav commands, paragraph 0028. It is therefore the Interpretation of the Examiner that the display data represents the 
topology information, which is being requested for displav, and therefore the topologv information is converted and displayed 
based upon the reguested information. Applicant argues that the Besaw references fails to disclose retrieving all of the 
topology information before construction and plotting of a graph of the topology. Besaw *897 discloses filtering the topology 
information received based upon a map view requested, paragraph 0034. to reduce the amount of information presented to the 
viewer. It is therefore the interpretation of the Examiner that Besaw '897 discloses retrieving more than the reguested amount 
of information otherwise filtering of the information, to reduce the amount of information would be an unnecessary step.
